In the improvement of cows kept 
specially for milk, this is, perhaps, the 
firat and most important point to be 
considered. A milk-producer must start 
with purchased cows, or usually does so. 

When these cows are near their calying 
lime they require good feeding, for a 
cow in good healthful condition will pass 
through the difficulties of parturition with 
ease and safety, when one that -has been 
sparely fed while dry will often fail in this 
respect and in her whole future season of 
milking. It isa question af it is more 
profitable to breed cows for the milk dairy 
or to buy them when fresh and sell them as 
svon as they fail, After considerable ex- 
perience and much figuring as to feed and 
Other points tobe estimated, the writer 
has. concluded that in respect to profit 
there is no difference ; while if a dairyman 
wishes to improve his herd he must breed 
them, - By breeding his cows he may in a 
short time, procure a herd of even and ex- 
cellent character, and by persevyerence may 
gain a reputation for his animals that will 
enable him to sell his surplus calves at 
good prices, which will afford an excollent 
profit and pay well for the keeping of the 
cows while they are not milking. In 
choosing the breed one will be guided by 
circumstances, The heaviest milkers are 
the Dutch, or, as they are alao called, N orth 
Friesians or Holsteins, the last-named being 
inapplicable and misleading. These are 
large-bodied cows, and mast be fed in pro- 
portion. The next heaviest milker and 
perhaps the best dairy cow is the Ayrshire,

The manner of milking. is important. 
This may make or mar the cow. Perfect 
quictness and gentloness'in the stable at 
all times is indispensable to a quiet and 
and orderly disposition, and this isindispen- 
sable for good milking. The milking should 
be performed rapidly, steadily, and com- 
pletely. Tho last drop should be drawn. 
It should be done with the hand and not 
with the fingers. Stripping, so called, is 
tobe avoided, .A change of milkers is 
occasionally advisable, and, in general, a 
cow should be so trained in overy way 
that her owner may do any reasonable 
thing he wishes with her without making 
hor neryous, Regularity in milking as in 
fooding is to be observed, and a careful 
watch kept upon the cow, that tho firat in- 
dication of anything wrong may bo obsery- 
ed and remedied before a remedy may be 
too late.

The Dark Continent. 


UNTOLD MILLIONS OF HUMAN BEINGS IN THE 
INTERION OF AFRICA, 


Although we have not, nor are we likely 
to have for years, any accurate statistics of 
the population of the interior of Africa, 
there is very little doubt that we have 
greatly underrated it. Much important 
infornation has lately been gathered on 
the subject, especially concerning the 
distribution and density of the inhabitants 
of that far off land. Ina the great lake dis- 
trict, for instance, there are territories as 
thickly settled as many European states, 
relatively smail areas possessing millions 
of people. 
the most populous, while the desert por- 
tions are the reverse, A French geoyraphi- 
cal society gives the estimated figures of 
various subdivisions of that continent 
as follows :—In the Soudan the popula- 
tion is 80,000,000, or about 35 per- 
sons per square mile, The town 
of Bida, on the Niger, for example, 

ontains fully 90.000 inhabitants. Kast 
Africa is rated at 20,000,000, and equatorial 
Africa at some 40,000,000 souls. A late 
authority on ethnology sets down the 
negroes as numerically 130,000,000 ; the 
Hamites, 30,000,000 ; the Bantas, 13,000, - 
000 ; the Foolohs, 8,000,000; the Nubians, 
1,500,000; the Hottentots, 50,000 —making 
4 total of 173,550,000. These fiyures— 
only approximate of course —are considered 
too low both by German and British geo- 
graphers, the former estimating the popu- 
lation as high as 200,000,000. Much hope 
has been repeatedly expressed of the future 
of Africa, which is rich in mineral producta 
and capable of maintaining a prosperous 
commerce with other parta of the lobe. 
‘Along the coasts and caravan roads the 
chief trade has been, and continues to be, 
in sleves, It is thought that recent effort 
will yet do much toward abating the ordi- 
ous traffic, as the natives are capable of 
something better. Many of the tribes are 
above the condition of savoges. They have 
fixed habitations, though merely mud huts. 
defended by stuckades, and have some 
laws or customs favorable to commerce. 
Among several tribes the native merchant 
is greatly esteemed, and his property is 
safe even during war. The land is culti- 
vated ; the inhabitants wear dyed cotton 
clothes ; gold and iron are ingeniously 
manufactured, and acertain kina of in- 
telligence seems to be very elowly spread- 
ing. What Africa most needs is frev com- 
mercial intercourse with the outer world, 
and that must arrive. Who knows but 
that, inthe coming cycles, the highest 
civilization may not be found where the 
first civilization arose ! 


Insectivorous Birds. 


No person, be he ever so sordid, but isin 
some way sensible to the charms of nature, 
and among the charms of country life the 

resence of birds, and the delights derived 
rom their cheerful sony, are among the 
most poplar. Hardly any one would care 
to be without them, and yet the dumaye 
they sometimes do is so provoking that it 
is no wonder at times people grow ovt of 
patience withthem, Itis very hard in 
these cases to discuss the bird qneation 
properly, and thus we read in various 
‘* transactions ” of the moat. contradictory 
opinions in regard to the value of birds, In 
some quarters people are praying for birds, 
and petition the legislatures for laws to 
protect and encourage them ; on the other 
hand these people aro regarded as mere 
sentimentalists, and *‘fire and brimstone” 
is voted as the true deserts of what the 
others regard as feathered pets. 

The truth about birds lies midway be- 
tween these two extremes. ‘lhat they live 
for nine months in the year on insects is 
clear of birds asa general thing. There 
are perhaps a few which live wholly on 
seeds and fruits, but none of these are 
among the birds which give our agricultur- 


ists and fruit growers so much trouble, If 


it were not for the myriads of insects whica 
these birds destroy in that time, it would 


be perfectly useless to try to raise grain or 


fruits at all. Now, when we look at these 
facts the kind-hearted are very apt to de- 
cide that the poor things are entitled to 
some of the fruits which, without them, we 
could not have at all. But the trouble is 
that in many cases they take all the crop, 
and under these circnmstances one is not 
apt to care much whether they eat insects 
for nine months or not. L 

In this conflict of facts the wise man is 
he who ignores none, but adapts things to 
circumstances. We must haye birds, and 
they should be encouraged, and to have 
fruits we must guard them from birds who 
will take more than their share, Agricul- 
tural writers tell us that in Europe, where 
the birds are infinitely more numerous than 
they are here, they suffer very little from 
insects. The birds k op the noxious in- 
sects pretty well down,but when the grain- 
tields are.sown, or the fruit about to ripen, 
boys are hired. who with clappers walk 
about the fields and keep the birds away. 
By thus spending a trifle fora few weeks 
they have no difficulty in haying full crops 
in spite of the great number of feathered 
tribes. Our true policy must be a similar 
one, to encourage the birds and protect 
the crops, There is no other rational 
ground to take.—Germantown “elegraph. 


Armaments of the Powers. 


One fruitful source for sensation-mong- 
ers in Paris is the report af the increased 
effective military strength of the rival 
powers powers with whom France is at some 
time or other likely to be embroiled, The 
changes are rung, however, on this subject 
until it has become monotonous, and the 
ory of ‘‘ wolf” will soon cease to disturb 
the equanimity of the public, The last of 
these rumors is that Russia is about to put 
up the strength of herarmy to a formidable 
extent, both on a peace and war footing, 
making additions to it of 156,000 men. 
This report ia entirely discredited in Govy- 
ornmeént circles, and it 18 regarded as a ca- 
nard merely designed to agitate the public 
mind and throw tresh obstacles in the path 
of the Ministry. La France published last 
recently,a comparative statement showing 
the respective strength of the French and 
German navies, which is calculated to leave 
the impression that wo may regard with 
calmness the eventualities of the future. 
On sen the nayal power of the French atill 
asserts its supremacy over the rival Teuton ; 
atill, it is better not to rely too much on 
this assertion, in view of the progress that 
is being ovnstantly made in all the navies 
of the groat Powers,

Consumption is little understood by the 

eople, and yet is the most common disease 
Pane to man. Because of this want of 
knowledg, and the fearful prevalence and 
fatality of this disease, it appeals more strong- 
ly to the physician for help than any other in 
the long catalogue of bodily afflictions. The 
bills of mortality prove that in this climate 
fully one fourth of the entire population 
above the age of fi teen fall a sacrifice to this 
form of disease. The question of prevention 
and treatment, therefore, is of the importance 
of life itself to one-fourth of the peope gen- 
erally. Unless they are saved through the 
adoption of some improved method of medica-

The total inefliciency means hitherto 
employed through the stomach is sufficient to 
demonstrate that the disease vai..ot be cured 
in that way.’

is far advanced in consumption, and yet such 
ig the condition of most cases before any 
treatment is employed. : 

These are not the early symptoms of con 
sumption, They’are, in fact,symptoms of the 
coutirmed disease, Now, whatis to be done? 
Are we, after listening and percussing, percuss- 
ing and listening again,to shake our heads and 
say: *‘My,ood sir, you are in consumption, and 
nothing can be done to save you?” God forbid! 
The physician who intimates as much, though he 
does not say it in so many words,utters a libel 
on bis art; for although in such case there is 
great danger, still much may bedone,and much 
ought to bedone. How? Not bysettingout with 
the impression that the patient’s disease is 
incurable, and that temporary esse is all that 
we can promise him, not by prescribing potion 
after potion with the view only of allaying 
some troublesome symptom, not by merely 
opening the bowels when they are con- 
fined, or confining them when they ure 
open; not by increasing expectoration 
when too scanty, or checking it when 
too great; these though they constitute 
nearly the whole of the present mode of treat- 
ing Consumption, could be accomplished by 
the veriest greenhorn who had spent but six 
months in a dovtor’s dispensary, almost as well 
as by the doctor himself. ‘They are all well 
enough as far as they go, inasmuch as they 
relieve the patient’s discomfort, but as cu- 
rative means they are utterly worthless, — 
nay, more, they are cruel, — because this 
very relief lulls the patient into a false 
security, and induces him to think that he 
18 being treated for the cure of his disease 
when he is rapidly approaching his end under 
a wretched palliation. No, we must tske up 
arms boldly against the great cause, We must 
attack the disédsée in the lungs and through 
the lungs by direct medication. We must 
reach thetubercles in the lungs and the carbon 
in the blood, and we can never do that 
through the stomach 

In this climate most cases of consumption 
take their rise in some form of chronic dis- 
ease of the air passages which lead to the 
luogs—catarrh, granular throat or bronchitis, 
If poople would but realize that the lungs 
become diseased in the yreat majority of 
instances only after long continuance of the 
affections, and is, in fact. but the se.uel or 
consequence of neglecting them, and could in 
all such cases be prevented, consumption 
would lose half its terrors, But here again we 
are met by another difficulty. Because wash- 
ing out the nose with salt and water, and snutf- 
ing up a few bottles of quack nostrums—sold 
as ‘‘catarrh remedies’”’—will not cure catarrh, 
they are fast coming to the conclngion that it 
too isinctrable, So little is done to prevent 
consumption, and atill less to cure it after it 
is established. 

Who can wonder that one-fourth of the 
people die in hopeless misery when such 
sonseless ideas prevail? Instead of yoing to 
work like rational beings to protect the luugs 
from irritation by a proper treatment of ca- 
tarrh, under which every case can be cured, 
they fritter away precious time waiting for 
the lungs to become diseased, and when the 
have actually produced Consumptiou by their 
folly, abandon all the hope of cure, and coms 
mit their lives to a misorable course of pallia- 
tion which never yet saved a cuso, 

Without courage and perseverance nothing 
isvurable But with these, aided by proper 
and skiltul treatment, Consumption oan gen- 
erally be arrested, even after the lungs are 
extensively diseased,

W hen Professor Macoun crossed hero in 
1875 his party travelled 100 miles at a time 
without finding a running stream, and often 
ten miles without seeing a drop of water. 

When the prairie is either broken or in lon 

grass the rainfall is ample. But let the 
sward be taken off by fire, and the water 
runs into the hollows.

and marshes abound in all the interior 
country. Prof. Macoun accuses the creta- 
ceous clays of being the origin of the bad- 
ness of the water.

The Ourious Contest Over an Ec- 
centric Miser’s Will. 


A correspondent writing from Vienna 
says: Wodall know that millionaires are 
continuaily being reminded that there is 
mo chance of their millions following them 
beyond the grave, but I had never before 
heard of an instance in which his millions 
should rob a poor man’s bones of their 
And 
yet this is the case with Martin Oct, a mil- 
honaire, who died.a year ago, and who 1s 
to be »xhumed in the course of this week. 
Martin Oct arrived in Vienna some thirty 
years ago, without so much capital as to 
begins small business with. One of the 
partners ina great firm here, Mr. Syre_ 
took pity upon him aud helped him in 
moré than ond instance. After some time 
Ott beyan speculating, and all his specala 
tions; were crowned with success. But he 
WaAs,80 eccentric aman that he possessed 
millions before people credited him with 
being able to support himself decently. He 
lived like the miser of romance, and scarce- 
lyany’one here knew him to bea rich 
man. Among the few who were in his 
contidence was old Syre, his benefactor and 
friend, to whom Ort had even contided the 
secret of his will, by which he made him 
his sole heir, thus proving that next to 
avarice gratitude was his chief characteris- 
tic. Syre’s business did not improve, and 
the man who was once wealthy was not in 
Sgonaen to settle his son in business 
when the time came for him to séek a live- 
lihood. . But, of course, being the heirs 
of a millionaire the Syre family had no 
apprehensions of the future, and old 
Michael Ott lent his old friend’s son 
60,000 ‘florins when they applied to 
him for w sum of money. Young  Syre 
gave Ott a receipt for this sum and told his 
relautiuns that the queer old miser had 
laughed while he pocketed it, and seemed 
to suy, ‘No danger of my keeping this !” 
‘He did*keepit, however, and when he died 
ut) was found among his papers,—so that 
young Syre is the debtor for 60,000 florins 
to the heir or heirs of Ott and not to his 
own father, as he had supposed, for old 
Syre died ‘just one month before Ort; the 
nullionaire, and. the will proyiaed for old 
Syre alone and never,mentioued his heirs. 
All persons related to the deceased million- 
aire were therefore at liberty to prove their 
élaims; and the rich legacy, which is at 
present stil inthe hands of the authorities, 
wall, be divided; among them, the Syres

Olid Ott. had at one time made a will 
in which were contained legacies for all his 
friends, emall.or great, but of course this 
was annulled when he named Syre his sole 
heir, Then a number of unimportant dis- 
positions were found on small slips of paper, 
and among other things was a prayer for a 
quiet funeral’ and a desire for a certuin 
dress-coat he wished to wear in his grave. 
Now some of his relations in Bavaria have 
asked if at the time of bis funeral that coat 
was searched thoroughly, and when the 
answer was in the negatiye they demanded 
that the grave should be opened, and his 
coat exaaiined closely for a possible will. 
It certé*nly is probable’ that he made one, 
since he fully knew that by old Syre’s 
desth his'will was of no yalue whatever, 
and he cannot haye been in ignorance thai 
Syre’s heirs weuld not inherit when he had 
not mentioned them in his will. We are 
of course all very eager to hear the last of 
this story, which has become quite thrilling 
since ‘it hus been decided that the repose ot 
the dead is to be disturbed for the benefit 
of the living. —Philadelphia Bulletin.

The facilities for putting out fires are ex- 
cellent. Not far from the mill an immense 
brick tower has been constructed, 32 feet 
square atthe base and 76 feet high. At 
the top of the tower is a large tank, which 
is kept filled with water by the engine. 
From this tank there is communication to 
four large hydrants, by which a powerful 
stream of water can be thrown on any of 
the buildings. 

On the premises there is a large planing 
mill, a machine shop, cdrpenter and black- 
smith shops. 

During last winter 255,000 logs were out 
in the woods,most of which will come down 
the Trent, the remainder coming down the 
Moira, Of last year’s supply they had 59,- 
000 logs to commence the season's opera- 
tions with, At present employment is 
given to about 260 men and boys. Mr. 
Richard Hall, the inventor of Kendall & 
Hall's liners and slab-guarders, is foreman 
of the mill and head mill-wright. 

What with the humming and buzzing of 
the saws, the whirring noise of the ma, 
chinery, the army of men busy as nailers 
in every part of the mi!l and grounds, the 
rumbling of cars over the elevated railway, 
the piling and shipping of lumber,—the 
mills and grounds and docks present a most 
lively and animating scene, both day and 
night.

Consumption is little uudorstood by the 
yooplo, and yet is the most common disoas6 
Boaver to man. Because of this want of 
knowledge, and tho fearful ~prevalence and 
fatality of this disease, itappeals more strong- 
ly to the physician for help than any other in 
the long catalogue of bodily afflictions. — The 
bills of mortality prove that in this climate 
fally one fourth of the entire population 
above the age’of fifteen fall a aacrifice to this 
form of discase.

He need not point out that it 
was the duty of the Government to look 
those obligations fully andefairly in the 
face, and judge of the findneial ability of 
the country to meet these obligations be- 
foro incurring further expenditures, At 
the same time every Government should, 
when a great question such as this present- 
ed itself, give it the fullest and most care- 
ful consideration, with a view to arriying 
at a result which would be beneficial to 
the whole country. It was the visit to 
Ottawa of a deputation, perhaps the most 
influential that had ever visited the capital, 
‘and the representations that deputation 
made as to the desirability of constructing 
the canal, thaf’ led the Govérnment 
to feel it to be its duty to obtain all the 
information necessary to lead to a just de- 
termination of a question of such rmportn 
ance to the country. As Minister of Rail 
ways and Canals, he (Sir Charles) had, 
however, anticipated that delegation, and 
had sent Mr. Stark, a gentleman in whose 
ability he had the greatest confidence, to 
examine with Mr. Belcher into the matter. 
These gentlemen made an exploratory sur- 
vey, and estimated that the cost of the 
canal would be about three millions of dol 
lars.. That report was eminently satisfac- 
tory, but, as his hearers were aware, Par- 
liament was not sufticiently satistied that 
it was based upon sufticiently sound and 
acourate data to warrant the Government 
in proceeding with the work; and however 
disappointing to the gentleman whose 
leading article he had just referred to, he 
was obliged to confess that before breaking

careful location survey of the canal, in or- 
dar to furnish Parliament with the closest 


and most accurate data as to the cost.

GoLe AND Silver Propucrion.—During 
the last ten years the prodaction of the pre. 
cious metals in the 'nited States has advanced 
from $17,320,000 silver, and $33,750,000 gold 
to $45,846,000 silver and $44,880,223 gold, 
and it is expected that these amounts will be 
q@adrupled during the next decade. From 
1870 to 1877 the yield of gold exceeded that 
of silver, but since then the position has been 
revorsed, partly owing to the discovery of the 
silver mines at Leadville, and partly owing to 
the giving ont ofthe Comstock lode in Nevada. 
The annual comsumption of gold in jewellery 
and for other purposes than coinage, amounts 
to $4,000,000.

Emigration to Oanada. 


Although the Opposition opposed the 


appointment of Sir Alexander Galt as 
resident representative in England of the 
Dominion, chagrined no: doubt ‘at their 
failure in having some years ago lavished 
the highest encomiums upon the 
gentleman with thé-transparent object of 
wooing and winning him to themselves, it 
is beginning to be apparent that the ap- 

pointment is a wise one., Our High Com- 
missioner recently made a speech before 
the members of the Canada Club; and his 
words are so full of wisdom that the leading 
organ of the Grits, with praiseworthy can- 
dor,acknowledgesthe fact and expresses full 
concurrence in the suggestion which itsays 
Sir Alexander throws out for the consider- 
ation cf the home authorities,namely that, 
as the number of Britain’s workers must 
be reduced in order to secure the prosper- 
ity of those who remain, a policy of assist- 
ing emigration to Canada would not only 
retain to the empire the strength which 
the mother country loses by the emigration 
of her people to foreign’ countries, which 
may become her enemies,but would there- 


hon, 


by materially add to her power. On this 


the Globe remarks : 


A very small sum in comparison to that 


which England has of late years wasted in or- 
iental wars, if expended in assisting omigra- 
tion to the Dominion, would increase the 
power and wealth of the Empire to an infinite 
degree, A large population of grateful freemen 
in the North-West Torritories would be worth 
ten times ai’ many discontented dependents in 
Asia. Every rood of fertile ground brought 
under cultivation in the Dominion will in- 
crease the food supply, assist to bring down 
the price of living in Great Britain, and thus 
enable her manufacturers to hold the markets 
of the world. It may be said that the same 
effect wlll be produced by the cultiyation of 
new land in the United States, and that there- 
lore it is a matter of indifference to English- 
omen whether their emigrant brethren go to 


ne country or the other. On that opinion the 
mperial authorities have too long acted—it is 


one which sets no yalue on men except as 
agricultural machines. 
grants to Canada they will not only conduce 
to the comfort of Englishmen at home, but 
will gain prosperity for themselves,and be al- 


By sending the emi- 


ways in a position to add to the power of the 
Mother Country. Great Britain has as much 
to gain as Canada by assisting to populate the 
North-West, and we may therefore properly 
call on her to bear a share of the expense. Sir 
Alexander's remarks tend to a good practicable 
end, which we may hope that he will keep con- 
tinually in yiew. 


Such an address, made by a statesman 
so able and possessing a high position,can- 
not but have much weight, and its result 
may not unlikely be of the greatest benefit 
t» the country. The policy of the present 
Government, in fostering manufactures 
and in making known the value of and in 
opening up by means of the Pacific Rail- 
way, our magnilicent. possessions in lhe 
North-west, is one which will provide 
employment for the artizan and the agri- 
culturist. With the constant services of 
our resident representative, and with a 
policy such as he suggests, Canada would 
soon receive such an addition to her popu- 
lation as would, whilst relieving the over- 
crowding in the mother country, be a sure 
reliance in case of trouble.

It is a pleasing coincidence that 
the first Conference afterthe re-union in 
1849 was held in Belleville, Dr. Dixon, 
than whom but few ministers in the Brit- 
ish Conference were better known, wes 
President, Dr. Dixon’s sermon before the 
Conference was reported as one of the moat 
eloquent ever heard. 


In 1854, the Conference is again held at 
Belleville. Dr. Wood was President for 
the fourth time in successive years. He 
has since been President at other ‘Confer- 
ences, so that in all Dr. Wood has been 
President ten years, and now at the Oon- 
ference of 1880 his name will be mentioned 
for a superannuated relation, as, after 
the Jabors of 43 years in the West Indie 
and Canada, duriny the whole of which he 
has been identified with Methodist Mis- 
sions, he is no longer able to occupy his 
wonted place among hia brethren. At 
this Conference in 1854 arrangements were 
made for uniting the Methodist Missions 
in Oanada East, with the Conference. 
Steps were also taken to receive the Mis- 
sions in Hudson’s Bay Territury from the 
jurisdiction of the British Conference, 

In eight years more, viz. in 1862, the. 
Conference is again is session in Belleyille. 
Dr. Stinson had been appointed by the, 
British Conference to occupy the chair, 
which he had occupied during the preced- 
ing four years, but as he was unable to be 
present,the question arose as to who should 
be President. Some contended that the 
co-delegaté should take the chair and goon 
with the business, but others argued that 
the discipline authorized the election of a 
President, providing the appointed Presi- 
dent did not arrive. The views of the 
latter prevailed, and Dr. Wood was again 
elected President. Dr. Stinson diedin a 
few weeks efter Conforence. 





By the Act of last session, 43 Vic., cap. 

- 19, persons who cultivate tobacco for sale 
are required to take out a license. Any 
person growing tobacco on his own lands 
or property, and manufacturing the same 
solely for the use of himself and such mem. 
bers of his family as are resident with him, 
is not required to take ont a license, pro- 
vided that the quantity so grown and 
manufactured each year does not exceed 
thirty pounds for each adult male member 
of the family resident on the farm. Every 
application for a license to cultivate tobac- 


ee Oe ene me RE re or hers ———w 
the maximum number of plants which 
the applicant proposes to cultivate 
during the year. No fee is chargeable 
on these licenses, but an accurate record 
of them is to be kept for the information 
of the Department, and for the future sur- 
veillance of the cultivator’s operations. The 
person in whose favor a cultivator’s license 
is granted undertakes to make true returns 
of the quantity of tobacco cultivated, and 
the name and residénce of the person or 
persons to whom sold, or how it is other- 
wise disposed of. When the tobacco is 
grown and removed into the posseasion of 
a licensed tobacco manufacturer, a discrim- 
ination is made in fayor of the home pro- 
duet. The license fee payable for manu- 
facturing tobacco exclusively from leaf 
grown in Canada is fifty dollars, whereas 
the license to manufacture tobacco from 
foreign leaf is seventy five dollars. The 
duties payable on manufactured tobacco 
made from Canada leaf are fourteen cents 
* per pound ; cigars thirty cents per pound ; 
whereas the same product of foreign leaf is 
' twenty and forty cents per pound respect- 
ively. 

_The duty on common Canada twist, oth- 
erwise called ‘‘ tabac blanc en torquette,” 
being the unpressed leaf rolled and twisted, 
is four cents per pound. 


Surkeme Court. —The sessions of the 
Supreme Court, both on the 10th and 2lst 
inst., will befor the purpose of delivering 
judgments.

Tax Cu1caco Convention.—Somewhere 
about thirty ballots were taken in the Chi- 
cago Conyention yesterday, but no choice 
was made. Grant gained three or four 
votes and Blaine fell off a little, but the 
result was substantially at the close as it 


was at the commencement. In the year. 1871, nine years from our 


last date, the Conference meets again in 
Belleville. Two circumstances add greatly 
to the interest of the occasion, viz., the 
erection of large commodious church, and 
the distinguished gentleman who occupied 
the chair, Dr. Punshon. His name isa 
synonyme for eloquence in the pulpit and 
on the platform, while as possessing exten- 
sive ability he has few equals and probably 
no superior. As might be expected, all the 
services and seasions of the Conference 
were numeroualy attended. Rey. W. Pol- 
lard received an apppointment to British 
Columbia and soon afterward took his de- 
parture to that distant colony, where he 
still remains, but forthe last two years has 
occupied a superannuated relation. It was 
now apparent to the most casdal observer 
that the Conference must be divided,as the 
little one had become a thousand. 


Tue Arouan Fronrigr.—In answer toa 
question in the House of Commons Lord 
Hartington stated that in settling the 
Afghan frontier the Government will not 
be influenced by the provisions of the 
Treaty of Gundamuk. He favors the 
establishment ofa separate Government 
for Candahar, under British protection, but 
without a British garrison. 


Bank oy Monrreat.—The annual meet- 
ing of the shareholders of this institution 
was held in Montreal on the 7th inst. The 
President intimated his belief notwith- 
standing the fact that many conjectures in 
the past at similar moctings had failed to 
be realized, that the business depression 
was now past, and spoke in terms of 
praise of the recent Banking Act. Mr, 
Smithers stated that the earnings of the 
Bank had been 144 per cent. of the capital. 
This was exclusive of the amount written 
off for losses. Seven hundred thousand 
dollars odd losses had been made in Canada, 
and but one quarter of that amount were 
lost in the year for which they had been 
written off, while hardly a dollar of that 
amount was lost in the United States. He 
believed that notwithstanding the enor- 
mous decline in the discounts they would 


have to go still lower. No change was 
made in the Board of Directors. 


Now in 1880, the Conference again meets 
in Belleville, but not the Conference that 
was.

Dr. Jeffers was next introduced, and con- 
sidering that he was laboring undera severe 
hoarseness, he delivered a most eloquent 
speech, No man had a right to be a bystander 
at this day, finding fault with God and every- 
body else who was endeavoring to make the 
world better. The anniversary meétings of 
the Conference he supposed were of great 
benelit ina variety of ways, they not only 
enabled the younger Ministers at least to 
receive information which they could use in 
the'rcitchitsduring the year when advocating 
the interests of the various institutions of the 
chnrch,, He was glad to seca Jarge attend- 
ance of the people, for from them the supplies 
had to come, and in bis opinion annual 
appealfoifcontributions was far more preferable 
than evena grandendowment. He was notsure 
that even Ministers.would be as good men if 
they were not depending upon the voluntary 
gifts of their people. There never was atime 
when there was greater need for the Church 
of Christ to be alive to the great work of 
higher éducation. It is well known that the 
secret of the Church of Rome's power lay in 
the fact that she retains the education of the 
young under her control; and the struggle 
now going on in Germany and France, as well 
as on our own continent, clearly shews that 
atatesmen do not regard it to be for the beat 
interests of the community that the Romish 
Church should maintain such ‘a position, 
whereby young people are trained under a 
narrow system, which regards the interests 
of Rome first, and those of the nation 
afterwards. .He would remind his audi- 
ence further, that the tendency and de- 
sign of much of the teaching that is diffused 
through the public press was of an eliminat- 
ing character, which would romove God and 
all that we hold good from among men. 
The scepticism of the day is worse, and mote 
dangerous than any anti-Christ that was 
ever seen anywhore. He réferred to what 
had been dono in respect to chronology. A fow 
years ago great attention was paid tothe 
atudy of the hieroglyphics of Egypt, and 
the antiquities of China,and India and it was 
fondly hoped that by this means the chron: 
ology of Moabs in the old tostamont would be 
destroyed, but as soon as it was found that 
ground was not tenable then it was given up, 
and so with the development theory as taught 
by Darwin and Hegol, the great object seems 
to be to find out some means whereby it 
can be demonstrated that there's no 
God, He was not afraid of the resnlt of all 
the scrutiny and eyen blasphemy which char- 
acterizes some of the advocaten of error, but 
it did become them to buckle on their armour 
and defend all the positions which they now 
hold, and they might be sure that truth was

Boys like to be noticed by their pastor; to 
feel that he likes to sce them at church, and 
misses them when absent. Let a boy come 
to be sure his pastor feels an interest in him, 
personally, that a portion of his sermons are 
prepared specially for his instruction and edi- 
fication, and made level to his compreheasion 
just because the pastor foels that je is a being 
worth so much interest and painstaking, and 
it will have a lasting effect upon him. He 
will respect himself more, finding himself so 
much respected, A pastor neod not /alk to 
the boys very muob about personal religion; 
if he but let the savor of a pure religious life 
breathe through all hisjptercourse with them 
—if he fuard his conversation and manners 
from everything coarse and unseemly—if he 
meet them always with cheerful words and 
ready sympathy—they will soon recognize in 
him avfriend worth having, a counsellor 
worth listening to, and, when he does spoak 
to them of Christ, his words will be backed 
home by the triple energy of an irteproach- 
able life, a pure example, and an unquestion- 
ed sincerity. 

Our Puritans ancestors were bold, individ-

Excepting very limited number of cases, 
the diseass “is not detected until it is firmly 
established, and consequently, no effort is 
made to prevent its dévelopment at a time 


when the best results might bo expected to 


attend treatment. When there is loss of 
flesh,cough, purulent expectoration and spitt- 


iug of blood ; whén the stethoscope reveals the 


presence of a cavity in the lungs, and percus- 
sion demonstrate that a considerable portion 
had become solid by tubercles, the merest 


tyro in the profession knows’ that the patient 


is far advanced inconsumption, and yet such 
is the condition of mosticases before any 
treatment is employed. 

These are not the éathy symptoms of con. 
sumption, ‘They are, in factssymptoms of the 
confirmed disease. Now, what's to be done ? 
Are we, after listening and peroussing, percuss- 
ing and listening again, to shake our heads and 
say: *‘My good sir, you are in consumption, and 
nothing can be done to save you?” God forbid! 
The physician who intimates as much,though he 
does not say it in somany words, utters a libel 
on his art; for although in such case there is 
great danger, still much may bedone,and much 
ought to be done. How? Not by setting out with 


the impression that the patient’s disease ig 


incurable, and that temporary ease is all that 
we can promise him, not by prescribing potion 
after potion with the yiew only of allaying 
some troublesome symptom, not by merely 
when they are con- 
fined, or confining them when they ure 
open; not by increasing expectoration 
when too scanty, or checking it when 
too| great; these thongh they constitute 
neatly the whole of the present mode of treat- 
ing Consumption, could be accomplished by 
the veriest greenhorn who had spent but six 
months in a doctor's dispensary, almost ag well 
as by the doctor himself. ‘They are all well 
enough as far as they go,-inasmuch as they 
relieve the patient’s discomfort, but as cu- 
rative means they are utterly worthless, — 
nay, more, they are cruel, — because this 
very relief lulls the patient into a false 
security, and induces him to think that he 
is being treated for the cure of his disease 
when he is rapidly approaching his end under 
a wretched palliation, No, we must take up 
arms boldly against the great cause. We must 
attack the disease in the lungs and through 
the langs by direct medication. We must 
reach thetuberclés in the lungs and the carbon 
in the blood, and we can nevér do that 
through the stomach. 

In this climate most cases of consumption 
take their rise in some form of chronic dis- 
ease of tho air passages which lead to the 
lungs—catarrh, granular throat or bronchitis, 
If poople wonld but realize that the lange 
become diseased in the ureat. majority of 
iwstances only after long coutinuande of the 
affections, and is, in fact, but the sejuel or 
consequonce of neglecting them, and could in 
all such cases be prevented, consumption 
would lose half its terrors, But here again we 
are met by another difficulty. Because wash- 
ing out the nose with salt and water, aud snuff. 
ing up a few bottles of quack nostrums—sold 
ae“catarch remedies” —will not cure catarrh, 
they ara coming to the conclusion that it 
too isincurable. So little is done to prevent 
consumption, and still less to cure it after it 
is established, 

Who can wonder that one-fourth of ‘tho 
people die in hopeless misery when such 
senseless ideas prevail? Lostead of voing to 
work like rational beings to protect the lungs 
from irritation by a proper treatment of ca- 
tarrh, under which oyery case can be cured, 
they fritter away precious. time waiting for 
the lungs to bocome diseased, and when they 
have actually produced Consumption by their 
folly, abandon all the hope of cure, and coms 
mit their lives to a miserable course of pallia- 
tion which never yot saved a caso.

He proposed that the older, municipalities 
remain as they are equalized and some of 
the othera should be increased. Hunger- 
ford he thought was yery low; Trenton 
was too low and Stirling was too high. 
the amend- 
ment that the equalization of the older 
municipalities remain as last year and that 
the equatization of the other municpailities 
be altered as the Council shall determine. 

Mr, Aylesworth thought there should be 
some changes made, but not so greut as 
was proposed, and this should he done by 
leaving all that aro not to be increased as 
they now atand. He was willing to sibmit 
toasmall increase in Mull Point, and 
thonght Madoc Township,-Madoc. Village 
and Marmora, if the latter got the road to 
Madoc, should be increased. 

Mr. R. Gordon contended that Hunyer- 
ford is more highly assessed, comparative- 
ly speaking, than Rawdon, which would be 
proved if the lands in each were sold out 
farm by farm. He had no desire except to 
do justice, and wished that all sectional 
feeling dropped. 

Mr. Robinson claimed that his township 
was assessed at $14.25 per acre and he 
knew of other townships where better 
land was equalized at $9.12 per acre. 
The railroad was no benefit to his town- 
ship. 

Mr. Tuttle opposed the lowering of the 
equalization of the first township, but was 
willing to support such increases as it was 
made out would be fair. 

The Warden said he was willing, after 
the expression of opinion which had been 
given,he was quite willing to let the equal- 
ization of the southern township which he 
had proposed te lower to stand.

confirmed disease. Now, whatis to be done? 
Are we, after listening and percussing, percuss- 
ing and listening again,to shake our heads and 
say: *‘My good sir, you are in consumption,and 
nothing can be done to save you?” God forbid! 
The physician who intunates as tnuch, though he 
does not say itin somany words, utters a libel 
on his art; for although in such case there is 
great danger, still much may bedone,and much 
onght to be done. How? Not by setting out with 
the impression that the patient’s disease is 
incurable, and that temporary ease is all that 
We can promise him, not by prescribing potion 
rafter potion with the view only of allaying 
some troublesome symptom, not by merely 
opening _the bowels when they are con- 
fined, or ‘confining them when they ate 
open; not by increasing expectoration 
when too scanty, or checking it’ when 
too great; these though they constitute 
nearly the whole of the preéent mode of treat- 
ing Consumption, could be accomplished by 
the veriest greenhorn who had spent but six 
month in a doctor’s dispenBary, almost as wel 

They are all well 
enough as far as they go, inasmuch as they 
relieve the patient's discomfort, but as cu- 
rative mesna they are utterly worthless, — 
nay, more, they are cruel, — because this 
very relief lulls ,the patient into a false 
security, and induces him to think that he 
is being treated for the cure .of his disease 
when he ié rapidly approaching his end under 
a wretched palliation. No, we must take up 
arms boldly against the great cause. We must 
attack the disease in the lungs and through 
the lungs by direct mediéation.’

Consumption is litt.c understood by the 
jeople, aud yetis tho most common discase 
Enc to man. Because of this want of 
knowledge, and the fearful prevalence and 
fatality of this disease, it appeals more strong- 
ty to tho physician for help than any other in 
the long catalogue of bodily afilictions. The 
bills of mortality prove that in. this climate 
filly ohe fourth of the ontire population 
above the age of fi’teen fall a sacrifice to this 
form of disease.

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| - J the impression that thé patient’s disease is 
incurable, and that temporary ease is all that 
we can. promise him, not by prescribing potion 
after potion with the view only of allaying 
some troublesome symptom, not by merely 
opening the bowels when they are con- 
fined, or confining them when they ure 
open ; Pag! by increasing expectoration 
when ‘too scanty, or checking if when 
too great; these though they constitute 
nearly the whole of the presont mode of treat- 
ing Consumption, could be accomplished by 
the veriest greenhorn who had spent but six 
months in a doctor’s dispensary, almost as wel 
as by the doctor, himself. ‘Chey are all) well 
enough as far as they go, inasmuch as they 
relieve the patient's discomfort, but as cu-

Lostead of yoing to 
work like rational beings to protect the luugs 
from irritation by a proper treatment of ca- 
tarrh, under which every case can be cured, 
they fritter away precious time waiting for 
the lungs to become diseased, and when the 
have actually produced Consumption by their 
folly, abandon all the hope of cure, and come. 
mit their lives to a miserable course of pallia- 
tion which never yet sayod a conse, 
; Without courage and perseverance nothing 
iscurable But with these, aided by proper 
and skiltul treatment, Consumption ean gen- 
orally be arrested, even after the lungs are 
extensively disdised,

They aro, in fact,symptoms of the 
contirmed disease. Now, whatis to bedone? 
Are we, after listening and percussing, percuss- 
ing and listening again, to shake our heads and 
say: *‘My good eir, you are in Consumption, and 
nothing can be done to save you?” God forbid! 
The physician who intimates as much, thouguié 
does not eay it in so many words,utters a hbel 
on bis art; for although in such case there is 
great danger, still much may bedone,and much 
ought to be done.

We must 
attack the distase in the lubgs and through 
the lungs by direct medication, We must 
reach thetubercles ia the lungs and the carbon 
in the blood, and we can never do that 
through the stomach.

(AR Ue — 

In itwiksue ofthe 16th inst., the Globe 
makes the important announcement that 
the Ontario and Pacific Junction Railway 
have made arrangements with contractors 
forthe immediate coustruction of their 
line. Onrcontemporary gives the follow- 
ing further particulars :—‘It will run, as 
our readers know, from Gravenhurst to 
South-East Bay, on Lake Nipissing, a dis- 
tance of 107 miles. The agreement enter- 
ed into with the contractors is based. on 
the bonus of $8,000. per mile, granted by 
the Ontario Government to this and similar. 
colonization roads, such as the Victoria and 
Kingston. and Pembroke Railways. The 

“line is calculated not only to open a large 
district to settlement, but to confer impor- 
tant benefits on all parts of the Province, 
It is to be connected with the Midland, the 
Whitby and Port Perry, the ‘Toronto and 
Nipissing; the Northern, and the Hamilton 
and North-Western Roads, whose proprie- 
tors have been. interested in the’ ‘Pacific 
Jauction project from the heginning. Over 
these railways all sections of Ontario will 
have communication with Lake Nipissing, 
its tributary waters, and the valuable tracts 
of timber south and west of the Upper 
Ottawa. The lake is a nayigable body of 
water somesighty mileslong and thirty wide 
into which pour several important streams; 
one of them, the Sturgeon. River, flowing 
through rich forests for two hundred miles, 
and connecting’ with Temiscamingue and 
other lakes. By stimulating lumbering 
operations in the new region, the Pucific 
Junction Railway will furnish Ontario with 
building material and provide a market for 

icultural produce and other supplies, 
It will also connect existing roads with 
the main line of the Pacitic Railway when 
the Lake Superior séction is completed, 
and with the Sault Ste. Marie branch; 
which is s00n to be taken in hand.” 

This statement hasinterest for the peo- 
ple of Belleville, as by the connection of 
the Grand Junction with the Midland a 
portion of the trade of the sew and impor- 
tant lumbering» reyiou,-which will’ thus 
be openéd’ up, “will andunbtedly be 
secured by our local railway. A consider- 
able quantity of the square ‘timber which 
will there be manufactured will doubtless 
tind ite way to market by way of the Grand 
Junction and Bay of Quinte, and any lum- 
ber sawn there will be shipped here for 
Oswego.

and there ; in short, the members of the 
Oomihittee, who ought to set a good exam- 
ple in such matters, are the most daring 
and shameless literary pirates’ in the coun- 
try. If this were all, it would be bad 
enough; but after stealing other men’s 
work, they use their inflnence to have it 
introduced among teachers. The teacher 
isin the power of these.men, aud a nod 
from them as to the merits of their compi- 
lations’ is quite sufficient.” 

The above extract is given without any 
knowledge as to the correctness or incor: 
rectness of the charges made; but in the 
public interest, in order that, as they are 
boldly and openly made, they may at once 
be investigated. The charges are of such 
a character that they cannot be passed 
over, and doubtless, if the Mail be called 
upon it will be able to offer eyidence in 
support of them. 

There is great and constant complaint 
amongst parents as to the seemingly un- 
necessary frequency of changes in the books 
used in public schools, which is a source 
of serious expense to those who have num- 
erous families. The inference which has 
been drawn from this is that some person 
or persons have an interest in effecting 
these changes, by securing a royalty on the 
various books authorized for publication, 
This is a branch of the same obdject which 
should also be inquired into very closely.

LCOYSUMPPION. 

Consumption is little uuderstood by. the 

ople, aud yet is the most common disease 
pawn to man. Because of this want of 
knowledg , and the fearful prevalencé and 

fatality of this disease, itappeals more strong- 
ly to the physician for help than any other 10 
the long catalouus of bodily afflictions.

master them.’ Its touch has been like the

content, hopelessness, despair, indifference, 
and by the death it produces, itworks. This 
state of mind’ is often produced by pride, 
disappointed ambition, loss of wealth, and 
sometimes by refusing to share in the suffer- 
ing and sorrow whioh real work for Christ 
always brings. Wisi k 

Some, for a time, will watch and work ear- 
nestly with the Master, but are often betrayed 
fora time by their own earnestness. The fruit 
thoy expected alinost immediately to witness 
arising out of their labours does not make its 
appearance, and they think that the Lord has 
forgotten them, orthat he is faithless tothem. 
The absence of immediate frnit they construe 
into the absence of His presence and blessing. 
The Master is for a time hidden from them in 
the night of unbelief, and a sorrowseizes them, 
a hopelessness, which is for a time the death 
of all effort 

‘Others, wounded in their work by those 
who should have encouraged them, nurse for 
atime a sullen grief, often rooted in a dis- 

ised anger against the Master, as though 

e had wounded them with’ the wound of an 
enemy, and thus are led to cease from their 
work. Brother, from ont. of the thick dark- 
ness of His sorrow the Master once more 
makes His appeal to thee, and. touchingly in- 
quires, “What have I done to thee ?” 

Some, too, have abused the very gifts of 
the Master, to their own discomfort and sor- 
row, —a sorrow which has thrown them down 
into the deep slough of despondency, indo- 
lence, and failure in work. They thought 
hard, they worked hard, not only as to what 
they said, but as to how they seid it, They 
believed their thoughts were not only vigor- 
ous and strong, but often beautifully put; 
and, though it was not said, if was thought 
that the Master ought, on theas- gropnds, to 
have blessed them abundantly. But He did 
not; and so, after repeating to. themselves for 
a long time the old lamentation, ‘* Who hath 
believed our report, and’to whom is the arin 
of the Lord revealed ¥” a sullen sorrow seized 
them, a latent rebellion bound them, and 
they too are found “sleeping for sorrow.” 

But might not the inquiry be put, ‘‘ Where 
brother, hast thou read 9 promise made sim- 

ly to thinking, to intellectual toil, yigor,and 
Cranky merely ?’ The Master himself spake 
as man never spake, and was richly anointed 
that he might preach the gospel to the poor, 
and bind up the. broken-hearted. But look at 
Him : see Him on the knee of prayer, wrest- 
ling with strong crying for souls, ead, 
think, toil, work ; but of this be assured, that 
if you lean more on these than on the blessing 
of your Master, you will fail. Soule will come 
to birth through us, but only as they did to 
the Master, through a Gethsemane of self- 
forgetful love, toil, aud wrestling with God; —

Consumption is little understood by the 
poople, and yet is the most common discass 
known to man. Because of this want of 
knowledg’, and the fearful prevaleaco and 
fatality of this disease, it appeals more strong- 
ly to the physician for help than any other io 
the long catalogue of bodily afflictions. The 
bills of mortality prove that in this climate 
fally one fourth of the entire population 
above the age of fi teen fall a sacrifice to this 
form of disease. ~ The question of prevention 
and treatmeut, therefore, is of the importance 
of life itself to one-fourth of the peop e gen- 
erally.

Free I'rade in the Waited States 


The Toronto Globe professes to believe 


that free trade doctrines are making rapl 


progress in the United States, but th 


facts donot warrant such a 


Now that the Democrats—the free 


: ‘ " 
party—have a majority in Congress, this 


ought to be the time for the exhibition o 


that spirit of practical hostility to the 


stringent protective policy which has s 
long and with, we may add, such satisfac 
tory results in thatcountry under the sus 
pices of the Republicans. Ingtead of 
sweeping change of policy, we tind the 
leading Democrats offering a few small and 
unimportant alterationsin the tariff, and 
most of these even have to be abandoned, 
because the rank and fileof the party know 
that the people will not support any radi- 
cal altyratioh in their tariff which will place 
the mechanics of the Unitei States in di- 
rect competition with those of Europe, whose 
wayes are lower and mode of life entirely 
different. 

Boston, whose merchants are largely in- 
terestud in favor of obtaining reciprocity 
with Canada, is yet not in 
trade, as is shown by the report of an in- 
one of the most prominent

terview with 
business men of that city, as published in 
the Boston Globe—a Democratic, journal— 


a few days ago. ~The gentleman interview" 
ed is reported to have spoken as follows : 
No nation ever yet grow important in the 
great family of states whose industries were 
not diversified, and the protection of our in- 
dustries' by a tariff tends more to this diver- 
sity than any other inflaence. We need not 
look beyond the boundaries of our own coun- 
try for an example of this. During ths pe 
riod of low tariff laws there was a constant 
retrograde in or influence, in our financial 
standing and in our prosperity at home, until 
at last it reached the point of tue greatest 
disaster the country has ever seen, when 
throughout its length and breadth specie pay- 
meats were absolutely suspended and conti- 
dence broken in the whole mercantile, indus- 
trial and commercial community. 


Look at the example of Turkey as contrast- 
ed with that of Russia. Thirty years ago 
a diversity of industries were springing up io 
the land of the Sultan, but she as persistent- 
ly pursued the system of treo trade, so that 
her mechanics‘and artisans could not com- 
pete with the labor and the conditions of 
manufacture in other nations, and she has 
been impoverished and made bankrapt by 
barteriog Kér bondsfor Eoglish wares, while 
inher borders there is hardly an important 
industry pow known, save the manufacture 
of rugs, all the rest having been absolutely 
wiped out underthe influence of her fre 
trade system. Russia, on the other hand, 
has a tariff so great as not simply to pro- 
tect her own industries, but absolutely pro- 
hibit the introduction of foreiyn goods of 
many classes, and to,day, suchis the condi- 
tion of her manufacturers, coupled with her 
agricultural interests, that if her government 
were suchas to permit itshe would be the 
most important, the most prosperous and the 
most powerful nation of Europe. / 

Take the case of France. Her policy has 
always been to have a high tariff, and to-day 
her people are more prosperous and more 
happy than those of any other nation in 
Europ, while itis only necessary to point to 
her great achievement, the payment of the 
German indemnity, to show that her govern- | 
ment is*trengthened by the same ‘influence | 
which make her people flourish, 





Aad now take tne condition of the English 
people (and when I speak of the people I mean 
the common people—those who, give to a 
country ite wealth—the bone, the sinew, the 
life-bloodof a nation). «England has ouly 
made her free-trade policy pussible because of 
her long-contioued, almost prohibitory tariff, 
which gave impetus to the mventive genius 
of her sons ; compelled them to produce the 
fabrics they wore and the machinery with 
which to make them, until she became the 
greatest of all nationsin this one feature of 
diversified employment, 

When she adopted the other extremo, the 

importation of nearly all articles free of duty, 
her internal prosperity and the progrees of her 
people reveived a serious check. ‘T'o-day they | 
work for puch wages as would be insufficient | 
for sustenance in New England communities, 
and thousands of her subjects leave her shores 
every month to seek homes ia America, where, 
because of our tariff laws, wages are better, 
the process of gaining a livelihood easier, and 
civilization of a b-oader and higher type I 
wknowledye there are faults in thw tariff,— 
that must be from the yory nature of the cir- 
cumstances under which our tariff laws were 
formed, They were made piecemeal, or by 
patchwork, without any systematic study and 
conclusion in regard to the needs of labor anu 
capital. Our laws upon this subject should 
be carefully revised, after the fallest and most | 
thorough investigation of the requirements of 
the country, Itisaditficult subject to grasp. 
One cannot decide even for himself, sittiog at 
his desk as Iam now, what tariff would be 
most just in a single individual case. The 
desired result can only be obtained by thor- 
ough discussion.of the question

sufficient to meet the demands for revenue, 
incidentally protecting, encouraging and 
fostering all our important industries, but

REFORM ECONOMY. 
The London Advertiser says:—‘‘ The 
Winnipeg Free Press seems to have a full 
sppreciation of the situation, which it sums 
up in this terse fashion: ‘Ontario, after 
thirteen years of Confederation, has five 
millions of surplus in the treasury. Quebec, 
_ on the, other hand, has fifteen millions of 
The former is the result of Reform 
rule ; the latter of Tory misrule.’” Alas 
forthe Free Press’ “appreciation of the 
situation” and the ‘Ziser’s endorsation 
thereof, the effect of ‘‘Reform rule” in On- 
tario has been, not to accumulate a surplus 
of tive millions, but to dissipate the cash 
surplus of four millions which their pre- 
decessors of the coalition which ruled from 
1867 to 1871 had by economical adminis- 
tration amassed. Reform rule in Ontario 
now threatens, as one of its beauties, a 
resort todirect taxation. So in the ad- 
ministration of Dominion affairs it saddled 
the country witha deficit of two millions 
of dollars per year.

Mr, Irving then moved for the sentence 
of the Court upon the prisoner. In reply 
to the usual question from the Cour) as to 
whether he had anything to say why sen- 
tence should not be passed upon him, the 
prisoner replied, ‘I have only to say that 
I have not wilfully committed this crime.” 

His Lordship, addressing the prisoner, 
said ho was sorry to haye to perform so 
painful a duty, but painful as it was, it 
had to be performed, The jury had not 
taken a very fayorable viow of his case. 
Upon evidence that warranted them in 
coming to such a conclusion they had found 
bim guilty of the gravest offence. It was 
manifest from his writings that he 
had contemplated doing some ill at the 
time, or he was in a condition that he did 
not know what he was doing. It . was 
unfortunate for him, perhaps, that they 
had not the evidence of the late Mr, 
Brown to knowin point of fact what did 
transpire between them on that unfortunate 
afternoon. He could say that he could 
hold out no hope forhim, He had no 
discretion. The law imposed a duty upon 
him, and he must pass the sontonce of 
death. Ifhe(the prisoner) intended in 
point of fact to destroy Mr. Brown’s life on 
that oceasion, he intended to send him to 
eternity without an opportunity for 
preparation, but the law would be more 


merciful to him, in giving him time for 


reflovtion, to make his poace with the God 
whom he had offended. He trusted he 
would use that time allotted to him in an 


endeavor to make that peace, in order that 
his chance of salvation in the future might 
be greater than if he left this world 


uurepentant of the crime of which the 
jury said he had boen guilty. His 


Lordship then sentenced the prisoner to be 
/ hanged on the 23rd day of July next. -At

Tho wheat market has beon hard to report 
this season on adcount of the small offerings. 
The price here has ruled higher than warrant- 
ed on account of the principal supply having 
to bo brought from the west, A heavy drop 
in prices in the weat has caused the prico 
to decline to $1.15 to $1.20, at which prico 
wheat oan bo delivered hore by car. In sym- 
pathy with tho fall in wheat flour has dropped 
to $5.50 to $5.75 wholesale and $6.00 rotail. 

In absence of receipts other grain is nom- 
inal, oxcept oatea, for which 370 is about the 
highest paid,

ral Russoll. ‘The latter assured him that 
reserve would be held exclusively for 
Mennonite settlement for three years long- 
er, and all intruders driven out. : 
"The intruders, who are principally specu- 
lators, say they will hold their position 
until disloged at the point of the bayonet. 
We fancy their courage will give way when 
the bayonet appears, as it must assuredly 
will unless they abandon their locations, 
for the Government must keep faith with 

_ the Mennonites. Such lawlessness might 
be winked at by the authorities across the 
jakes, in the case of prospectors on Indian 
reservations, but it must never be permitted 
‘within the Dominion of Canada, and the

He read the resolation 
to Bradlaugh, and then said, ‘Mr. Bradlaugh 
you will now withdraw.” 

Mr, Bradlaugh, who was very pale, but 
quite collected and cool, said ; ‘*Mr. Spe ‘ker, 
before withdrawing——.” Here his voice 
was drowned by a tempest of discordant cries 
from the House of “Withdraw,” ‘Let him 
speak,” and soon, As the tumult died away 
slightly Bradlaugh agaia attempted to speak, 
but the clamor again broke out, 

Bradlaugh finally refused to withdraw.

Since the Grand Junction Railway was 
taken hold of by the contractors a great im- 
provement has been made in the condition 
of the track. The Superintendent, Mr, 
Brennan, who appears to know what he is 
doing, made a thorough inspection of the 
road early inthe month, and finding out 
the defects at once doubled the section gangs 
and commenced making repairs where most 
needed: Tn low places the road bed has 
been raised, the kinks taken out of the 
rails, new ties Jaid down, ditches made, 
culverts repaired, and the work of putting 
the road in first class order gone on with.

The flames gaincd the uppor decks in so 
short a time that it was impossible to lower 
any of the life boats. The lifs preseryers 
were atored in the central part of the boat 
and most of them were soon beyond reach: 
The passengera wers swarming over the bow 
and stern, the clothing of many on fire as 
they dropped into the water, Many were 
atruck motionless with fright and apparently 
burned alive on the decks. Assoon as tho 
boat reached the shoro porsans on the bow 
jumped into the marsh and most of them 
waded to dry land, 

A few who escaped alive from the steamer 
within a few feet of the land were trampled 
down to perish in tho weeds or at the water's 
edgo. No choice was left to the passengers 
in the stern except tojamp into the water 
or be burned alive. Hundreds were scen 
®truggling in the water. 

Those able to swim made their way to the 
shore, Many others were rescued by boats. 
Geo. Chase, while in his steam yacht saw the 
burning vessel two miles distant, steamed to 
her in 15 minutes, and rescued forty persons, 
Ho says about 40 row-boats were assisting the 
passengers, and in some cases he saw meu in 

hese boats asi drowaiog men how much they 
would give tobe saved. | 

The Times says the highest estimate of 
deaths is 40. The ownera of the Serwashaka 
are Mr. Endle Kirkloy & Co., Chas, A. Dana 
and S, L. M. Barlow.
